EVERYTHING DEl'ESDS OS SIMPSON 


Washington Authorities Look- 


Ing For a Second Manila. 


Washington. May 
14.—A complete 


change has taken place In the offensive 
plans of our government. The receipt 
of news from Admiral Sampson of the 
attack on the forts of San Juan, and the 
report of the actual presence of the 
Spanish (lying squadron off Martinique, 
only 600 nillt-M away from Sampson and 
less than 1000 miles from Havana, caused 
th* dispatch of th« flying gquadcor) un- 
der Commodore Schley and the delay ot 
the army invasion of Cuba.. It is to the 
navy that tlip government again looks 
for a battle that may end the conflict. 


The news of the Spanish fleet revealed 


at once the possibility of a ijuick move 
that would cut the line of communication 
by water between Cuba and Key "West, 
exposing to great peril any American 
landing forces that might b« caught be- 
tween a superior Spanish army in Cuba 
and the sea patrolled by Spanish cruis- 
ers. U became necessary therefore to 
defer the departure of the military ex- 
pedition from Florida until the Spanish 
flaet IB met and crushed, or driven from 
W««t Indian waters. 


Orders came quick and fast from both 


the war and navy departments. Thp 
llrst checked the movement on Florida 
setting in from all parts of the country, 
and diverted the troops towards tho 
concentration camp at Chlckamausa. 
Th» navy department wired Sampson 
information of the approach of the Sp'an- 
Ixh fleet and directions what to do, and 
another order flashed to Schley. who 
has been aatlnpr out his heart at Hamp- 
ton roads in his eagerness to get into 
the fray, to stnrt with his vessels at the 
earliest possible moment. The commo- 
dore took no chance of a cancellation of 
dore took no chance of a cancellation of 
these hichly desirable orders, but soon 
placed himself beyond the reach oftele- 
Kraphlo recall. What is expected of him 
cannot be learned at the navy depart- 
ment, and naturally is purely a matter 
of < onjecture. Sampson's fleet is strong 
enough unaided to overcome the Spanish 
llylriK snuttdron If he can ever catch it 
out of the reach of fortifications.

on him for support. Mr. Connors is 
steady, industrious workman, and his 
many friends hope that nothing serious 
will result from his injuries. 


This morning 
Mr. Connors 
was
